The  Art  Museum  of  Vienna  \vhich 
has  been  in  the  course  of  erection  for 
the  last  sixteen  years,  was  opened 


formally  by  the  Emperor  last  month. 
It  is  said  to  be  the  finest  building  of 
the  kind  in  the  world,  and  to  contain 
the  most  valuable  collection  of  art 
works  ever  found  under  one  roof. 
The  interior  is  even  more  magnificent 
than  tiie  exterior,  and  is  vividly  de- 
scribed by  a  correspondent  of  the 
New  York  Tribune,  as  follows:  "Per- 
haps the  niost  striking  feature  is  the 
abundant  use  of  color,  (ilold  leaf  is 
spread  about  most  lavishly,  and 
there  are  marbles  of  every  hue. 
Floors  and  ceilings  and  walls  and 
arches  are  daz/ling  with  chromatic 
tints.  The  capitrds  and  pedestals  of  the 
columns  are  of  gilt  bronze, the  floors 
are  prismatic  mosaics,  and  llie  ceilings 
are  a  sky  of  paintings.  It  is  said  that 
every  paniter  and  sculptor  of  note  in 
Vienna  for  the  past  ten  years  has 
been  emphtyed  on  adornment  of  these 
stately  halls  and  galleries." 

Perhaps  some  wisdom  might  Le 
learned  liere  at  home  from  the  an 
swer  given  by  the  Presbyterian 
Synod  of  Japan  to  the  inviiation  to 
take  part  in  the  preparation  of  a 
".short  creed  containing  the  essen- 
tial articles!  of  the  Westminster  Con- 
fession to  be  used  as  the  couunon 
creed  of  the  Reformed  Churches 
throughout  the  world  holding  the 
Presbyterian  system."  The  Jaoau- 
ese  Synod  declined  to  accept  the 
courteous  invitation  for  tlie  sugges- 
tive reason  that  they  did  not  nnder- 
staud  the  intention  of  the  clause, 
"the  essential  article.-,  of  the  West 
minster  Confession."  They  wisely 
say  that  if  it  means  the  truths  ne- 
cessary to  a  vital  ('hrislianiiy,  that 
is  one  thing:  but  if  it  means  "a 
differentiating  system  of  theology" 
they  can  have  nothing  to  do  with  it, 
because  "all  the  evangelical  Church- 
es of  CI  riat  are  friends,  and^  towards 
these  the  Synod  is  constrained  to  be- 
lieve that  its  Confession  of  Faiiii 
should  be  only  irenic."  That  sort 
of  a  creed,  they  say,  they  have  them- 
selves perpaared  and  adopted ;  and  if 
the  words  "the  essential  articles  of 
the  Westminster  Confession"  are  to 
be  interpreted  as  defining  the  doc- 
irineo  in  which  Presbyterians  difi  r 


from  their  evangelical  brethren,  they 
say  that  "the  Synod  fears  that  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  by  it  to 
take  part  in  the  work  would  not  really 
further  the  porposes  contemplated  in 
the  invilatioji."  We  commend  this 
admirable  statement,  which  doubtless 
lias  the  approval  of  the  missionaries 
as  well  as  the  native  Christians  of 
Japan,  to  the  solemn  censideration 
of  the  Committee  in  the  New  Creed.

Two  Errors  in  Piiltiiig'  Tilings. 

It  is  a  cliasteiiing;  reflection  lliat  we 
Lave  not  many  things  to  put  forth, 
and  tlios'e  wo  have  arc  not  r.ew.  Our 
stock  of  mental  wares  is  scant,  and 
almost,  if  not  entirely,  second  iiand. 
What  we  say  has  been  said  thousands 
of  times  before,  and  will  be  said  over 
by  others  who  know  not  us.' 

It  may  not  be  entirely  correct  to 
say  tliat  "whatever  is  true  is  not  new 
and  whatever  is  new  is  not  true," 
but  it  is  true  tiiat  much  of  M'hat  is 
considered  new  is  in  reality,  and  even 
if  incidentally  new,  is  of  tlie  slij^hest 
importance.  What  new  things  have 
wc  to  toll  'f  Are  they  marriages,  ac- 
cidents, deatlis  or  battles'/  Wliy, 
these  things  have  been  occnring  for 
ages  and  are  tlio  conmiou  places  of 
history.  Likely  cnougli  we  never 
coined  a  nev/  word,  never  produced  a 
new  thought,  and  never  put  into  mo- 
tion a  distinctly  new  influence. 

The  sayings  of  our  fatiiers  and 
neighbors  we  simply  pick  up,  and 
then  repeat  them  to  otliers.  We  are 
not  discoverers,  not  inventors,  not 
oi'iginators,  not  producers  in  any  vital 
sense;  all  that  we  can  rightly  claiin. 
tlie  most  of  us  at  IcMst,  is  to  do  over 
what  others  have  done. 

l^ut  let  us  not  be  out  of  heart. 
While  speaking  a  language  tliat  we 
did  not  make,  and  using  thouii'hts 
which  we  did  not  originate,  we  need 
not  desjjise  ourseh'es.  For  such  an 
end  were  we  born. 

It  is  iu  this  plain  imitative  perform- 
ance we  are  to  find  our  happineisi 
our  growth  and  our  nsef.dness. 

Besides  there  is  sufficient  mai'giw 
for  individuality.  From  whatever 
humiliation  we  may  feel  in  handling 
second-hand  stock,  we  are  happily 
saved  by  the  opportunity  which  we 
enjoy  by  exercising  our  gift  for  ar- 
rangement and  ornamentation.  Our 
goods  may  be  antiquated,  but  we 
can  at  least  varnish  them  up,  and  set 
tliem  in  the  windov.-s  to  the  best  ad- 
vantage. The  genius  for  adjustu:eut 
and  decoration  is  in  itself  the  power  to 
bring  forth  what  is  new,  and  that  too 
out  of  what  is  old.  New  things  we 
cannot  create,  but  old  thingj  we  can 
put  into  new  relati()ns  with  each  oth- 
er. Tiiere  they  are,  tAvo  rooms  of 
the  same  shape  and  sisie,  aud  the  fur- 
niture for  each  is  exactly  the  sa.mc. 
A  woman  without  taste,  and  unskill- 
ed, enters  one  of  these  rooms,  and 
jerks  and  jumbles  the  furniture  with- 
out any  eye  to  artistic -effect,  and  the 
result  is  confusion.  But  into  this 
other  room  a  woman  enters  with  a 
genuine  passion  for  cleanness,  order 
and  beauty,  and  in  a  little  wdiile  at 
the  touch  of  her  cunning  fingers 
everything  springs  into  harmony. 
AVhat  is  the  difference  in  the  two 
rooms?    Why  simply  ia  the  way 


things  are  put.  Two  ministers  preach 
on  the  subject  of  repentance.  They 
both  hold  substantially  thesnme  views 
of  the  doctrine  and  have  the  same 
motive  in  discus.sion.  But  mark  the 
effect.  One  charms  his  audience  and 
so  deeply'imbeds  his  doctrine  in  the 
hearts  of  his  hearers  that  some  of 
them  are  brought  to  repeitance;  the 
other  proves  dull  and  tiresome  and 
gathers  no  fruit  for  his  Lord.  Why 
is  tlii^?  It  is  lar^^oly  due  to  the  dif- 
ferent ways  in  which  they  put  their 
message.  Two  Sabbath  school  teach- 
ers have  classes  of  equal  nur.ibers  and 
capacity,  use  the  same  Scripture  les- 
son, study  the  same  expositions,  and 
even  use  the  same  illustrations.  The 
class  of  one  is  found  to  be  attentive 
and  appreciative,while  that  of  the  oth. 
er  is  indifferent  and  speedily  drifts- 
away.  How  is  this?  Tlie  explanation 
is  in  the  lac*-,  that  the  teachers  have  a 
different  way  of  putting  forth  the  truth 
We  see  at  a  glance  that  much  indeed 
depends  on  the  wiiy  of  put^tiiig  things. 
It  is  not  our  object  to  enter  upon  a 
general  consideration  of  the  art  of 
putting  things.  It  is  a  subject  upon 
Avdiich  much  could  be  said,  and  U 
worthy  of  the  earnest  study  not  only 
of  public  .speakers,  but  of  private 
talkers. 

Our  task  is  quite  modest,  for  we 
only  desire  to  point  out  two  wide 
prevalent  weaknesses,  which  are  al- 
ways fatal  to  the  effective  setting  of 
things. 

1.  j\Lany  injure  their  utterances  by 
excessive  emphasis.  Like  school  boys, 
we  delight  in  double  underscores,  ll 
is  a  counnon  saying  that  exaggeration 
is  the  besetting  sin  of  Americans,  but 
perhaps  it  might  be  said  witli  equal 
truth, that  exaggeration  is  the  univer- 
sal .outgrowth  of  our  depraved  na- 
ture. Probably  it  was  of  exaggera- 
tion that  the  Psalmist  was  speaking 
when  he  said  that  "all  men  are  liars.  " 
There  is  something  pitiable  iu  the 
disposition  to  exaggerate.  It  reveals 
a  lack  of  confidence  in  the  innate 
power  of  truth;  it  is  a  strain  iifter  un- 
natural effect  and  shows  that  we  look 
to  the  artificial  and  not  to  the  true  as 
the  source  of  real  power.  Public 
speakers  exaggerate  in  terms,  in  tones 
and  in  gestures.  Young  people  can 
hardly  tell  an  anecdote  without  over- 
statement. 

And  yet  it  is  a  mistake.  Exagger . 
ation  is  the  weapon  of  the  weak  and 
the  refuge  of  the  restless.  We  seek 
its  support  only  because  we  feel  that 
we  are  not  supported  by  the  truth. 
Over-statement  is  never  strong.  It 
robs  the  speaker  of  that  calnniess  and 
dignity  which  constitutes  his  main 
strength,  and  it  .creates  suspicion  and 
distrust  in  the  auditor  which  renders 
his  conviction  impossible.  It  enfee- 
bles argument,  cripples  ivit,  and 
breaks  the  real  charm  of  humor.  It 


is  the  surprises  of  truth  and  not  of 
falsehood  which  really  impress  the 
human  soul. 

Lei  us  take  account  of  this.  When 
we  put  a  tiling,  let  us  not  oveiput  it. 
Exaggeraiion  is  a  half-fledged  lie, 
and  long  indulged  renders  tis  incapa- 
ble of  speaking  the  truth.,  If  our  ob- 
ject in  speech  is  to  do  others  good,  we 
ruin  our  cause  by  excessive  emphasis. 
We  will  be  caught  in  our  over  strain- 
ing  devices  and  despised. 

2.  AVe  must  also  avoid  offensively 
marked  style  of  our  own.  To  be 
ourselves' truly  and  naturally  is  our 
own  riglit  and  duty.  But  to  become 
the  objects  of  our  own  exaltations  is 
horrible.  The  former  is  individuali- 
ty, the  later  is  individualism.  Those 
w  ll  o  affect  a  notably  conspicuous 
style  of  dress  are  always  offensive. 
The  man  with  hair  streaming  down 
his" shoulders,  or  ^  ith  his  beard  tuck- 
ed in  his  vest  sweeping  down  to  his 
knees,  or  wlio  wears  a  coal  uncouth 
in  color  or  cut  will  not  be  respected. 
The  vulgar  and  noisy  may  applaud 
his  oddities,  but  the  thouglittul  will 
mark  his  passion  for  notoriety  aud 
abhor  him.  Tlie  man  who  talks  on 
the  car  with  s'a oiling  voice  and  tells 
his  an(4cdotes  so  as  to  attract  the  at- 
tention of  all  the  passengers  will  not 
be  accepted  as  the  best  type  of  a  gen- 
tleman. A  true  \\-oman  needs  not 
gaudy  dress  to  adv  ortisii  her  charms. 
How  delightful  it  is  to  diess  so  as  to 
a^'oid  notice;  and  slie  relics  upon  her 
character,  and  not  upon  appe  irance 
for  g;iining  respect.  ]\1  misters  who 
affect  loud  mannerisms,  fierce  gesti- 
cidation  or  stiained  modes  of  speech, 
will  of  cour!:C  get  their  reward  — that 
is,  th.ey  get  the  notoriety  for  v/hich 
they  itch.  But  tr.ey  do  not  command 
the  re\  erence  of  the  peojjle. 

Alas  for  ihe  young  woman  who, 
with  pedanlic  conceit,  watches  for 
every  onening  to  say  something  large 
and  loud.  Such  individualistic  ob- 
trusiveiiess  wiW  diminisli  her  power 
to  please  and  obscure 'h  i-  intelli- 
gence. 

Whenever,  wc  allow  ourselves  to 
get  in  between  our  audience  aud  otar 
message  the  day  is  lost.  He  is  the 
man  of  power  vyho  can  so  speak  that 
he  is  not  so  much  heard  or  seen,  as 
his  word  is  felt.  It  is  the  crowning 
glory  of  all  speech  to  be  able  to  lodge 
our  message  so  deeply  in  the  souls  of 
those  wdiom  we  address,  that  they 
will  forget  the  messenger  in  the  inter- 
est which  they  pat  in  the  message. 
Or  rather,  that  ihey  tvill  remember 
the  messenger  only  as  the  bearer  of 
the  mes.sage.  Truly  this  is  the  way 
to  put  things. — E.rchanije.

Manliood  in  the  Ministrj\ 

The  necessity  for  the  martyr  spirit 
in  tlie  church  Avill  exist  as  long  as 
sin  is  in  the  world.  The  disposition 
to  persecute  those  who  stand  ttp  for 
the  right  is  proof  of  the  malignity  of 
sin,  and  of  the  power  of  the  truth- 
When  there  are  no  sharp  battles  be- 
tween the  church  and  the  world, either 
the  church  has  shamefully  comprom- 
ised with  the  world  or  put  it  to  rout. 
For  as  long  as  sin  is  sin  and  holiness 
is  holiness,  the  words  of  the  Master 
will  remain  true:  "Think  not  that  I 
am  CO  rile  to  send  peace  on  earth:  I 
come  not  to  send  peace,  but  a  sword. 
For  I  am  come  to  set  a  man  at  vari- 
ance against  his  father, . .  .and  a  man's 
foes  shall  be  they  of  bis  own  house- 
hold." The  minister  of  the  gospel, 
more  than  any  other  man,  by  virtue 
of  his  position,  embodies  in  himself 
the  fullness  of  this  idea,  and  is  the 
leader  on  the  right  side  in  this  con- 
flict. The  herald  of  peace,  he  is  a 
man  of  war.  While  his  is  a  proclama- 
tion of  peace  on  earth,  good  will  to 
men,  his  sword  is  unsheathed  for  bat- 
tle till  every  foe  shall  be  driven  from 
the  field. 

The  title  at  the  head  of  this  article 
suggests  the  one  element  which, among 
the  qualifications  for  success,  a  preach- 
er-must-have  to  fit  him  for  his.wotJi. 
The  popular  idea  of  manhood  is  pliy- 
sical  couviige,  that  which  can  face 
bullets,  and  resent  insults.  Not  ex- 
actly the  John  Sullivan  type— that 
is  close  akin  to  brute  nature,  but  the 
notion  that  wdien  a  man  has  been 
gros.sly  insulted  his  manhood  demands 
that  he  shall  vindicate  his  honor  by 
inviting  his  insulter  to  fry  his  skili  on 
him  with  his  pistol. 

The  logic  by  which  a  slanderer  can 
atone  for  his  offense  by  shooting  a 
bullet  at  tire  man  he,  has  slandered  is 
too  subtle  for  my  feeble  powers.  Hu- 
manity doesn't  need  that  sort  of  man- 
hood. The  world  is  all  too  full  of  it, 
and  devils  rejoice  at  every  exhibition 
of  it.  There  is  incomparably  more 
conquering  power  in  not  resenting  an 
insult  than  there  is  in  resenting  it. 
This  truth,  which  men  needed  so  much 
to  learn,  the  world  never  knew  until 
Christ  came  to  give  us  the  true  con- 
ception and  the  highest  illustration  of 
true  manhood  in  his  teaching  and  in 
himself.  "If  thine  enemy  hunger, 
feed  him."  Men  said  strike  him  down. 
"Pray  for  those  that  despitefully  use 
you  and  persecute  you."  The  ac- 
cepted teaching  was,  Hate  them  that 
hate  you.  Nor  has  the  world  in  its 
notions  and  practice  ch.anged.  It  still 
hates  its  enemies  and  reviles  them 
that  revile  it. 

The  essence  of  Christ's  teachiug 
lies  in  this:  "If  any  man  will  come 
after  me  let  him  deny  himself."  Self- 
denial  is  the  master  \  irtue  of  the  soul, 
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it  is  the  bedrock  of  manLood.  In  per- 
fect harniouy  with  this  he  saj'^s  in  the 
Sermon  on  the  Mount;  ''Take  no 
tliout)jht  wliat  ye  shall  eat  or  what  ye 
shall  drink,  or  wherewithal  ye  uliall 
be  cli)thed ...  .these  things  the  Gen- 
tiles seek  after."  With  the  things 
of  time  and  sense  they  are  concerned. 
Ton  are  concerned  with  laying  np 
treasure  in  heaven.  Manliood  in  all 
its  beauty  and  ttrength  does  not  come 
by  seeking  after  it.  Eather,  it  is  a 
groft'th,  a  product  that  silently,  stead- 
ily unfolds  without  thought  or  efl'ort 
Thought  of  srif  is  the  worm  that  eats 
the  heart  out  of  manhood  and  leaves 
it  a  tenantless shell. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  a  preaclier  in 
his  place  sees  'more  sides  of  life  in 
reality  and  in  pretense  than  any  other 
man.  No  man  sees  the  bright  side  of 
life  as  he  does,  nor  is  any  called  so 
often  to  look  on  its  darkest  side.  Tlie 
happiest  experiences  of  the  home  he 
is  invited  to  share,  tiie  suffering  and 
misery  of  tlie  degraded  aud  vile  he 
knows  ill  all  their  utter  wretchedness. 
In  the  heyday  of  pro.-iperity,  when 
health  sparkles  in  the  eye  and  llauies 
in  the  cheek,  lie  is  admitted  as  an 
honored  guest  to  the  inner  lii'e  of  tlie 
family  circle;  when  ilie  shadow  of  the 
death-angel's  wing  crosses  the  thres- 
h'lld  'he  stricken  ones  lean  upon  him 
for  comfort  and  help     'i'lje  uiaii  o 

'ba.->ine.ss  reveals  to  him  the  .'>e*et  o. 
his  growing  wealth;  w!ieu_  re\erseo 
co;iie,  he  lecais  upon  the  man  of  God 
for  support. 

^Yllat  a  responsibility !  sucli  as  comes 
to  no  other  calling,  to  no  other  man 
Jsot  only  does  he  need  wisdom  fo  say 
tiie  right  word  and  to  do  the  right 
ti.ing,  as  these  exigencies  arise,  but, 
ny)re  than  that,  the  manhood  to  say 
and  do  wliat  he  ought  If  he  look> 
for  earthly  reward  or  human  approba 
tion  he  will  be  sadly  lacking  at  this 
vital  point.  If,  wiien  tiie  leading 
man  in  his  (  hurch  is  getting  rich  (now, 
if  ever,  he  needs  honest  dealing),  he

Seeking  to  please  men  rather  than 
God  will  paralyze  the  power  of  the 

•ministry  and  emasculate  its  manliood 
Tlie  instructions  of  our  Lord  to  his 
di.iciples  referred  not  alone  to  the  kind 
(/f  work  they  were  to  do,  but  to  this 
work  as  a  preparation  for  all  work. 
Where  do  tiiese  teachings  lead? 
Where  the  sick  are;  where  the  suf- 
fering and  the  lame" and  the  poor  are; 
where  lie  tlie  dead.  Where  did  the 
Baptist  get  the  eouiage  to  tell  lieiod 
of  his  sin?  Not  in  "kings'  houses"  — 
they  that  dwell  tiiere  wear  soft  cloth- 
ing    The  wilderness  life,  away  from 


the  softness  and  effeminacy  of  the 
court,  wrought  in  him  that  strength 
of  manhood  that  dared  to  denounce 
the  leaders  of  the  church  as  a"gener- 
atiou  of  vipers."  The  man  of  deep- 
est love  can  strke  the  hardest  blow. 
The  man  who  knows  liow  to  sympa- 
thize with  the  sorrowing  is  the  man 
who  has  the  courage  to  speak  the 
truth,  lie  who  is  not  concerned  for 
reputation  nor  overanxious  about  his 
living  is  the  man  who,  as  God's  mes- 
senger, will  deliver  his  message  with 
al'  fidelity,  "for  he  watches  for  souls 
as  he  that  must  give  account.

(.)ur  own  people  at  Uji  gave,  so  1  learn- 
ed,'over  50  garments,  wliile  those  at 
Hongo  and  Tekye  gave  over  SO  gar- 
ments, ilost  of  our  people  liavei^nit 
some  money,  1  think,  possibly  fully 
.'!10;  of  course  tliis  is  small  yet  no 
doub'  will  with  tliousaiuis  from  other; 
help  a  great  deal. 

The  continuation  of  earthquake 
shocks  keep  many  from  trying  to 
build,  so  have  but  little  or  nosiielter; 
iiowever  small  straw  huts  ha\'e  been 
built  for  many  of  tliem,  which  tliey 
prefer  to  being  sheltered  v>'ith  many 
others  in  a  large  tent.  Christian  peo- 
ple are  helping  nobly,  and  I  trust 
much  fruit  will  be  the  result.  Pray 
the  Lord  to  sanctify  these  trials  to 
i;hese  dear  jjeople  and  by  them  cause 
many  to  look  up  to  liim  and  iind 
eternal  shelter  in  Clirist.

The  Missioui  in  Clilua.

The  words  of  the  Apostle  are  true 
of  individual  experience  in  every  age. 
It  is  through  much  tributation  that 
individuals  enter  into  the  kingdom. 
It  is  also  true,  in  reference  to  the  ob- 
taining of  the  kingdoms  of  this  world 
for  Christ,  fliat  tiieir  conquest  is  to 
be  effected  tlirough  mucli  tribulation, 
riiis  is  evnineutly  true  of  the  work  in 
China  at  tliis  time 

At  the  time  of  the  mf  eti''g  of  the 
General  ilissionary  Conference,  at 
Shanghai,  in  May,  1890,  the  enthusi- 
asm of  tlie  members  was  great.  The 
meeting  of  430  laborei's  from  all  parts 
of  the  great  and  popular  field  was  in- 
spiring'. The  sky  was  without  a 
cloud,  even  of  the  size  of  a  man's 
hand.  When  the  proiiosilion  came 
before  the  Conference  to  ask  the 
clmrches  to  send  forth  into  China  one 
thousand  new  mi.ssiouaries  during  the 
next  fire  year  <,  it  was  adopted  with 
the  deep  feeling  that  we  were  acting 
\\\  accordance  with  the  teachings  of 
our  Lord,  w!;en  he  taught  us  "to 
yu-ay  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  to  send 
forth  more  laborers  into  the  harvest." 

WMio  Oi  us  anticipated  that  within 
a  year  suc!i  a  terrible  storm  of  oppo- 
sition arid  trial  would  come  to  us  as 
the  distressing  cyclone  that  burst  up- 
on tiie  valley  of  Yangtsze  River  in 
May,  1891;  and  which  desolated  so 
many  cities  and  stalion.s?  In  the  ter- 
libh  s'.orm,  great  mercy  i.?  seen  that 


so  few  missionary  lives  were  lost,  and 
so  few  converts  fell  as  victims. 

God  appears  to  have  arrested  his 
people  by  this  .severe  visitation,  that 
^ve  inav  draw  near  to  hiin,  "in  whom 
we  live,  and  move,  aud  have  our  be- 
ing," aud  seek  to  derive  our  strength 
and  encouragement  from  him,  from 
his  promises  and  his  Word,  and  not 
from  external  appearances.  From 
some  of  the  utterance.'?  of  the  religi- 
ous press  in  this  country,  it  would 
appear  tint  some  of  the  friends  of 
Missions  are  trembling  for  the  ark  of 
God,  an  1  are  feeling  discouraged  by 
reason  of  these  things.  But  this  is  not 
the  feeling  of  missionaries  and  others 
on  the  field 

Tiie  missionaries  in  Ciiina  are  -fiot 
discouraged,  nor  are  they  trembling 
for  the  ark. 

In  a  recent  letter  from  my  life  long 
friend,  Bev.  Dr.  W.  A.  V.  iVlartin, 
LL.i).,  of  Peking,  of  October  15, 
he,  referring  to  hi-  recent  return  to 
China,  writes:  -"It  is  interesting  to 
be  in  China  at  this  present  juncture. 
'Fiie  foundations  are  being  shaken. 
Some  predict  great  changes,  but  my 
la"Oineler  does  not  point  to  revolu- 
tion. The  riots  may  me.ui  rebellion, 
but  they  are  poorly  organized  and 
h.ave  no  chance  of  success.  One  good 
result  has  been  to  commit  tlie  govern- 
ment more  decidedly  to  the  protection 
of  missionaries  and  their  converts.  Tiie 
edict  of  the  Emperor  on  the  subject 
is  almost  Christian.  The  good  cause 
will  not  lose  ground,  I  think  On  tiie 
contrary,  after  a  little  while  it  will 
be  found  to  have  made  a  distinct 
gain.  It  is  at  such  times  that  God 
displays  liis  guiding  hand,  although 
at  first  it  may  be  invisible." 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Y.J.  Allen.  LL  D., 
of  Shanghai,  President  of  the  Anglo- 
Chinese  College,  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  South,  writing  on 
October  G,  says.'  —  "1  look  upon 
the  whole  tiling  as  one  of  the  inevi- 
tables of  history,  and  I  am  not  dis. 
posed  to  regard  these  troubles  as  ob- 
structions, but  rather  as  inviting  the 
destructions  and  overthrow  of  many 
old  and  inveterate  hinderances  to  the 
progress  of  our  We;:tern  civilization, 
and  particularly  of  the  promulgation 
and  acceptance  of  the  gospel,  'i'''" 
times  arc  really  prophetic,  air^ 
may  look  for  tlie  beginning  in  na 
of  the  fultillment  of  the  promi  \  iz: 
Psalm  ii.  Be  of  good  courage  four 
lengtli  of  service  and  fullness  years 
have  lifted  you  up,  as  on  a  ta  noun- 
tain,  to  see  in  tiiese  last  \'s,  as 
Moses  from  Pisgah,  tiie  on  les  of 
the  promised  land.  'Jesus  (  i  ist  is 
the  purpose  of  God  in  histo  .'  and 
every  movement  of  Providen  is  but 
a  fuller  revelation  of  tlie  'y 
God,  wliich  is  to  fill  tlie  wliole  ' 

The  secular  press  of  China  ave 
come  to  understand  that  the  out- 
hre.;k  of  p.ipalar  violence  was  not 
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against  Christian  Missions,  but  against 
foreigners.  Not  only  as  the  edict  of 
the  Emperor,  which  has  been  pub- 
lished throughout  the  whole  land, 
given  the  Imperial  testimony  to  the 
excellency  of  Christianity,  but  also 
to  the  character  and  conduct  of  its 
propagators.  The  memorials  of  the 
Chinese  Foreign  Office  and  of  two  of 
the  most  influential  Viceroys  have 
reiterated  the  .same  statements,  and 
given  the  same  testimony  to  the  cor- 
rect ways  and  benerolent  conduct  of 
the  missionaries  in  the  process  of 
their  work  of  making  known  t  h  e 
gospel. 

The  North  China  Herald,  in  its  is- 
sue of  date  Nov.  6,  in  its  editorial, 
says; — Meanwhile,  what  we  have  ac- 
tually obtained  in  separation  from 
the  Chinese,  beyond  the  money  pay- 
ments, is  not  entu'ely  unimportant. 
The  Emperor  has  issued  a  very  fav- 
orable decree,  in  which  Christianity 
is  referred  to  in  the  most  satisfactory 
terms.  It  has  been  sent  all  over 
China,  and  it  remains  on  record  as  an 
imxierial,  and  therefore  sacred,  tenti- 
monial  to  the  excelleaee  of  the  Chris- 
tian religion  and  the  merits  of  its 
teachers.  The  two  Viceroyj,  who 
control  the  Yangtsze  valley,  from 
Ischang  to  the  sea,  have  sent  to  the 
throne  memorials  reporting  what  they 
have  done,  in  which  there  is  nothing 
to  which  much  objection  can  be 
made." 

Then  follows  a  statement  of  the 
punishments  inflicted  upon  rioters. 
"The  honors  recently  paid  to  Dr. 
Martin,  on  bis  return  to  Peking, 
show  there  is  no  hatred  of  mission- 
aries and  of  foreign  learning  at  Pek- 
ing, the  capital.  He  was  received 
most  graciously  by  Prince  Ching, 
and  the  ministers  of  the  Chinese  For- 
eign Office  gave  him  a  public  dinner, 
while  the  new  edition  of  Dr.  Martin's 
Natural  Philosophy  in  Chinese,  which 
was  ordered  to  be  made  specially  for 
the  perusal  of  the  Emperor,  is  about 
to  be  issued  for  the  general  use 
throughout  China,  with  a  most  eulo- 
gistic preface  by  the  Viceroy  of 
Chihli,  Li  Hung  Chang.  Such  facts 
as  these  are  the  best  antidote  to  at- 
tacks on  the  missionaries  like  those 
of  Defensio  Populi." 

The  memorial  of  Viceroy  Chang 
Chih  Tang,  of  Hankow,  was  in  refer- 
ence to  the  riot  at  Misueh,  where  the 
two  Englishmen  were  killed  by  the 
mob.  The  evidence  was  full  and 
clear  that  the  outbreak  was  not  pre- 
meditated. The  Viceroy  says: — 
"No  ill  feeling  ever  existed  between 
the  missionaries  at  Misueh  and  the 
people  of  the  town,  and  in  the  pres- 
ent instance,  the  riot,  in  which  the 
Mission  property  was  destroyed,  arose 
from  suspicious  and  false  rumors, 
which  had  no  connection  with  them, 
and  was  in  no  way  caused  hy  the  mis- 
sionaries.  He  calls  the  death  of  two 


unoffending  men,  Messrs.  Argent  and 
Green,  who  only  went  to  render  help 
at  the  fire  they  saw  burning,  exceed- 
ingly sad,  and  he  agrees  to  give  their 
families  $20,000  each.  The  Viceroy 
considers  it  right  to  give  125,000  to 
the  Mission  ai  compensation  for  tlie 
property  destroyed-  Farther,  by 
asking  that  the  collection  of  children 
for  the  Christian  orphanages  should 
be  suspended  only  until  thmgs  have 
quieted  down,  the  Viceroy  practically 
confesses  there  is  nothing  objectiona- 
ble in  the  practice  itself." — North 
China  Herald,  Oct.  30,  1891. 

While  there  has  been  an  interrup- 
tion of  Mission  work  in  various  places 
in  the  Yangtsze  valley,  in  most  other 
parts  of  China  the  labors  of  the  mis- 
sionaries have  gone  on  as  usual.  In 
our  largest  Mission  in  Shantung  this 
has  been  the  case.  Indeed,some  ques- 
tions concerning  ground  for  Missions, 
and  which  have  been  pending  for 
several  years,  have  been  settled  dur- 
ing the  summer.  The  Mis.sion  meet" 
ing  in  September  was  held  in  the  in- 
terior of  the  province,  which  required 
the  missionaries  to  travel  long  dis- 
tances among  the  people. 

Thus  has  it  also  been  in  the  Mis- 
sions near  Peking;  also,  in  the  Ning- 
po  Missi  on  and  Shanghai  Mission, 
execpt  the  one  station  of  Nanking, 
when  the  work  was  temporarily  sus- 
pended, not  closed.  In  the  Canton 
Mission  the  usual  work  was  carried 
on  since  May  last,  the  missionaries 
journeying  safely  to  all  parts  of  the 
province,  and  meeting  with  no  hin- 
derance  or  interruption  in  their 
preaching,  or  their  schools,  or  their 
distribution  of  books.  It  is  safe  to 
say  that,  in  no  Western  land,  would 
the  same  protection  and  peace  be  en- 
joyed by  residents  in  the  troubled 
country  from  other  countries.  The 
same  protection  and  peace  were  se- 
cured to  the  residents  of  all  Western 
lands  in  Chiaa,  even  to  Ihe  French 
residents,  during  the  three  years  of 
the  French  war  with  China,  by  the 
special  care  of  the  Chinese  govern- 
ment. 

In  the  Chinese  Recorder  for  No- 
vember, the  reports  and  statements 
of  the  missionaries  of  all  the  other  so- 
cieties inform  us  that  the  missionaries 
were  pursuing  their  missionary  labors 
everywhere  except  in  the  disturbed 
district  without  interruption,  and  with 
the  usual  manifestation  of  interest  and 
attention  on  the  part  of  the  people. 

May  all  the  churches  unite  in  special 
prayer  that  peace  may  be  continued 
in  China ;  and  that  great  grace  and 
blessing  may  be  multiplied  to  all  the 
Israel  of  God  in  that  land,  and  that 
the  walls  of  Jerusalem  may  be  built 
up  even  in  troublesome  times. — Prei- 
iyterian  Observer.

THE  SUNDAY  SCHOOL. 


Lesson  IT.    Hezt'kiali's  Piayer  and 
Deliverance. 

ISAIAH  37:14-21,33 -38. 

GoLiiEN  Text: — The  rif'hteous  cry 
and  the  Lord  heareth  and  delivcreth 
them.  Pa.  34:17. 

Hezekiah  was  one  of  the  few  kings 
of  Israel  who  did    that  wiiich  was 
was   i^ht  in  the  sight  of  God.  He' 
ruled  during  thi  latter  pvirt  of  thej 


eighth  century  before  Christ.  Like 
all  other  men  he  had  his  imperfec- 
tions, and  made  some  blunders  in  his 
dealings  with  the  out-side  nations,  but 
his  motives  were,  no  doubt,  good,  and 
we  can,  on  this  account,  sympathize 
with  him  in  his  mistakes. 

The  Assyrians  came  down  upon 
Jerusalem  and  besieged  it.  They  shuf; 
up  tlie  inhabitants  within  the  walls  of 
the  city.  Jerusalem  was  strongly 
fortified.  It  had  its  large  walls  and 
ponderous  gates,  and  was  briively  de- 
fended by  the  in  habitants.  Any 
people  will  be  brave  when  they  have 
no  other  alternative  but  to  fi  g  h  t . 
Sennacherib,  the  king  o  f  Assyria, 
knew  that  it  would  cost  him  consider- 
able trouble,  and  probably  a  num- 
ber of  lives,  if  he  attempted  to  take 
the  ;ity  by  storm,  so  he  resorts  to 
another  method.  He  had  a  large 
host  encamped  before  the  Aralls  of 
Jerusalem,  and  he  thought  he  could 
by  demanding  the  unconditional  sur- 
render of  the  city  and,  also,  by  a 
little  boasting  of  his  former  victories 
in  demanding  that  surrender,  make 
king  Hezekiah  afraid,  and  scare  him 
into  giving  up  the  city  immediately. 

Well,  from  Hezekiah's  action,  he 
was  afraid.  He  did  not  know  what 
to  make]of  this  braggadocio  and  scoinr 
ful  request.  So  he  does  just  exactly 
what  any  one  should  have  done.  He 
takes  it  before  the  Lord  and  reads  it 
to  him.  He  implores  his  counsel  and 
his  aid.  He  requests  the  Almighty 
once  more  to  show  his  power  in  the 
deliverance  of  his  chosen  people.  The 
kings  of  Assyria,  he  says,  have  been 
powerful  in  the  past.  They  have 
cunquered  other  cities  and  rejoice  ex- 
ceedingly in  the ;  t  'ength  of  their  gods. 
And  now  they  come  blaspheming  the 
name  of  the  God  of  heaven  and  earth, 
and  cl  iim  tliat  their  gods  of  wood  and 
stone  are  greater  than  he.  God  heark- 
ens  to  the  prayer  of  Hezekiah. 
He  always  answers  those  wlio  go  to 
him  with  their  troubles.  We  never 
pray  so  earnestly  at  other  times  as 
we  do  when  we  are  in  trouble.  There 
is  no  foolishness  about  our  praying 
then.  We  mean  just  exactly  what 
we  say.  This  was  the  case  with 
Hezekiah,  and  the  Lord  answered 
his  prayer. 

God  defended  the  city,  .Jerusalem. 
The  destroying  angel  came  down  from 
heaven  during  the  night,  and  in  a 
twinkle  smote  one  hundred  and 
eighty-five  tliousand  Assyrians.  A 
iad  time  for  the  tioops  wiio  thougiit 
themselves  unconquerable.  They 
did  not  know  with  whom  they  were 
trifling  when  they  were  boasting 
agaiust  the  living  Gud. 

Wlien  they  awoke  the  next  morn- 
ing they  were  all  dead.    Not  literally 
all   but  such  a  large  number,  the 
Bible  speaks  of  them  as  all.  'i'lic 
I  survivors  were  dismayed.    They  fl, d 
I  from  the  walls  b'  fore  which  the  pre- ; 


vious  morning  they  stood  m  proud 
array.  Jerusalem  was  saved.  Not 
by  mortal  hands  bat  by  divine  power. 
That  is  the  way  we  all  must  be  saved 
The  great  army  of  Satan  stands  be- 
fore the  walls  of  our  religion  and 
threatens  to  overcome  us.  The  hand 
of  God  alone  can  slay  the  enemy  and 
give  us  sweet  deliverance.

Day 
schools  do  not,  saloons  do  not,  church- 
es do  not,  and  the  Sunday  school  tiiat 
freezes  out  in  October  is  usually  unlit 
fur  much  hard  work  in  .Tune.  IJreth- 
r(Mi  keep  y<jur  Sunday  schools  going 
twelve  months.

The  winters  may  be  unusually  cold 
in  Virginia  to  freeze  out  the  whole 
number  as  not  one  is  reported  as 
liaving  held  twelve  months.  I  have 
reason  to  hope  that  the  next  report 
will  show  an  improvement  in  all  lines 
of  Sunday  school  work  in  this  Con- 
ference.

besides  enabling  the  publisher  of  the 
Christian  literature  to  give  us  more 
and  belter  publications.  'Ihc  amount 
of  money-  raised  by  the  schools  oC 
this  Conference  is  in  every  particular 
good  and  speaks  much  of  the  interest 
taken  in  this  one  line  of  work  but 
that  more  than  one  half  should  go 
into  the  hands  of  other  denominations 
seems  to  me  to  be  in  every  way  un- 
wise and  unjust.

Turning  to  my 
books  I  found  his  necessary  expenses 
to  have  been  about  $100  Well,  we 
all  like  to  have  our"spending"money, 
but  tiiis  seems  to  me  to  be  running 
the  thing  to  seed.  Whcse  fault?  Are 
tlie  teachers  at  Elon  to  be  held  re- 
sponsible for  money  expended  which 
■'we  know  not  whence  cometh^  nor 
whither  goetli '?  It  seems  to  us  not. 
The  case  mentioned  above  is  not  an 
uncoimnon  one  at  Elon,  nor  at  «ther 
scliools,  but  this  fey  no  means  justi- 
fies the  act.  If  there  is  any  virtue  iit 
extravagance, some  ecoiu)mist  or  nijr- 
alist  must  yet  prove  it.  And  is  not 
tins  extravagance— the  worthless  ex- 
penditure of  some  two  hundred  a  year? 
But,  without  going  through  a  logical 
process  of  reasoning  1  wonder  if  it  has 
never,  occured  to  parents  or  guardians 
that  they  played  a  conspicuous  part 
in  this  little  game  of  expenditure  in 
that  n;oiiey ^'as  furnished  by  them  at 
the  mere  re4uest  of  a  school  boy 
when  no  account  as  to  what  it  is  to  be 
expended  for  is  to  be  rt^ndered.  Ol 
course  a  student  wants  some  "pocket 
change,"  but  he  needs  to  be  taught 
econonniy  at  the  same  time.  Would 
it  not  be  a  very  easy  matter  and  re- 
quire very  little  time  for  a  student  to 
carry  a  note  book  iu  his  pocket  and 
jot  down  all  expenditures?  Tlien  the 
parent  woidd  at  least  have  the  satis- 
faction of  knowing  where  the  money 
furnished  had  gone  and  for  what  it 
was  expended.

Excouini  u  n!ca  tion. 

It  hasbeen  said  that  "error  is  harm- 
less if  truth  is  left  free  to  combat  it." 
Supposing  that  this  maxim  is  true  the 
necessity  of  combatting  error  with  tlie 
truth  must  be  plain  to  all.  It  is  in 
accordance  with  thin  view  that  1  wish 
to  present  what  1  conceive  to  be  a 
scriptural  and  consequently  a  truth- 
ful investigation  of  tliis  subject,  I  re- 
fer to  the  theory  that  a  "church  has 
no  right  or  authority  to  expel  a  mem- 
ber." Ai.d  my  purpose  is  to  be  guid- 
ed in  my  investigation  by  the  Bible 
as  the  true  light,  and  unerring  g\iide. 
See  Matt,  xviii. 15, 16,17.  If  thy  brotli- 
er  «hall  offend  thee,  go  and  tell  liiui 
his  fault  between  thee  and  liim  «lone. 
If  he  shall  hear  then  thou  hast  gained 
thy  brother.  But  if  he  will  not  hear 
thee,  then  take  with  tliee  one  or  two 
more  that  in  tiie  mouth  of  two  or 
three  witnesses  every  word  may  be 
established.

I 
would  they  were  even  cut  oft'  whifh 
trouble  y  u.  Kev.  ii  14.  But  1  have 
a  few  thimrs  against  thee,  1  ecause 
thou  ha-it  there  t'  em  wlii>  hi)l(l  the 
doctrine  (-f  Baala:n  who  tauirht  Balxk 
to  cast  a  stumbling  block  befoie  the 
children  of  Israel,  to  eat  thing.s  sacri- 
ficed unto  i  lols  and  to  coui'nit  for- 
nication If  the  reader  will  take  the 
trouble  to  re.id  the  scriptures  in  con- 
1  e.-tion  with  the  p:>.ssages  quoted 
jslove,  much  additional  litrht  will  ie 
gained,  now  it  appearc  to  me  that 
to  gi\e  these  scriptures  their  most 
obvious  and  ligiiimate  meaning  that 
there  cannot  be  a  reationalle  doubt 
that  the  church  Iims  the  .scriptural 
and  divine  right  to  exclude  the  un- 
ruly.

The  language  used  is  clear  and  ex- 
plicit, 1  would  tliey  were  cut  otV 
It  appears  to  me  that  l^aul^itlier  de- 
sired tl.at  the  Ironblrsoiine  j|ie:iilii  r 
should  be  exclnded,or  if  uot  excluded, 
sent  to  perdition,  which  \\\XW\-  1  think 
few  if  any  will  believe  for  «  muiipui. 


In  the  quoti  ti  m  from  Rev.  the 
church  was  reproved  not  because  all 
its  members  were  immoral  but  be- 
cause tliey  did  not  exercise  the  right 
of  ridding  the  church  of  the  unworthy. 

We  may  be  told  that  to  expel  an 
individual  from  the  church  is  a  very 
serious  matter,  and  so  it  is,  and  should 
be  done  only  after  all  proper  efforts 
had  been  made  to  restore  the  offender. 
We  might  say  with  equal  propriety 
that  to  take  human  life  is  dreadful  to 
comtemplate,  and  >et  the  safety  and 
peace  of  society  demands  that  the 
fellow  shall  suffer  the  extreme  pen- 
alty of  the  law  as  a  just  punislnnent  of 
his  crime  and  to  deter  others  from 
commiting  similar  offences.  A  man 
that  is  a  hc.e  ic  aft(  r  the  fi  s  an  1 
second  admonition  reject.  Titus  iii.lO. 

I  believe  that  the  cl  urch  of  C  hrist 
is  the  grandest  organization  that 
ever  h.-is  or  ever  will  be  found  and  to 
be  a  worthy  member  sliould  be  es- 
teemed a  privilege  beyond  all  price. 
But  if  we  study  God's  word  we  will 
see  that  the  requirements  of  Christ 
and  his  apostles  are  that  the  clmrcli 
should  be  united,  pure,  and  devout 
and  the  unfruitful  and  dead  branches 
eliminated.

While  there  are  comparatively  few 
liberal  givers  there  are  a  great  mauy 
extravagant  spenders  of  money.  A 
T^riter  in  the  3/iisionanj  Review  gives 
seme  illustratioas  'of  the  luxurious 
methods  of  spending  of  Christian  con- 
gregations:— 

^  "Leave  out  of  the  question  now 
personal  and  family  extravagance, 
and  consider  simply  that  of  the 
church.  We  have,  on  inquiry,  found 
Te'peated  instances  of  congregations 
spending  live  times  the  amount  on 
quartet  choirs  which  they  give  to  mis- 
sions. Commenting  on  this  fact, 
not  long  since,  in  a  missionary  ad- 
dress in  a  large  city,  and  giving  in- 
stances of  the  extravagant  cost  of-  ai-- 
tistic  choirs,  a  gentleman  said  to  us 
at  the  close :  'Yo'i  have  understated 
it,  SU-;  our  church  pays  twenty-five 
hundred  dollars  per  annum  for  a  sin^ 
gle  singer.'  On  fu'-ther  inquiry  it 
appeared  that  the  same  church  gave 
less  than  three  hundred  dollars  that 
year  for  foreign  missions.  Upon  a 
recent  Easter  Sunday  it  was  estimated 
that  the  churches  of  New  York  ex- 
pended one  hundre.1  thousand  dol- 
lars on  floral  decorations  for  their 
sanctuaries.  And  all  this  in  the  face 
of  a  perishing  wo-ld,  wiili  its  thous- 
and millions  who  have  not  yet  iicard 
tiie  glad  tidings  that  Christ  is  risen 
from  the  deiid ;  aad  in  sound  of  the 
cry  which  comes  up  from  the  fainting 
laborers  on  every  misbionary  field  for 
immediate  reinforcements,  and  the 
reinforcements  not  sent  for  lack  of 
nioney  to  support  them." 

The  death  has  lately  been  an- 
nounced of  one  who  indulged  in  mu- 
nificent giving,  and  who  took  a  great- 
er joy  in  giving  than  the  many  do  in 
►  spending,  or  others  in  hoarding.  We 
refer  to  the  Ilev.  Vincent  J.  Stanton, 
for  many  years  the  rector  of  Ilales- 
worth,  England.  iVlr.  Stanton  was 
in  earlier  life  contular  chaplain  in 
China,  and  at  one  time  he  was  pub- 
licly exliihited  in  the  streets  of  Can- 
ton bound  with  chains.  On  his  re- 
turn to  England  he  rendered  good  for 
evil  by  founding  the  Clmrch  Mis- 
sionary Society's  China  mission  by  a 
gift  of  %"30,000,  and  he  has  been  a  fre- 
quent and  most  liberal  but  anony- 
mous giver  e\'er  since.-  He  simply 
signed  himself  "Less  than  the  Least." 
His  wife  was  a  near  relative  of  tlio 
Earlham  Curneys,  and  a  life  long 
giver  to  and  vorker  in  the  missionary 
cause.  Their  son  is  Canon  V.  H. 
Stanton,  Ely  Professor  of  Divinity 
at  Cambridge. — Southern  Chiirclnnan..

While  the  shadows  of  their  crowns 
fall  at^our  feet,  thd  saints — among 
whom  1  see  Job  and  Jonah,  Moses 
and  David,  Peter  and  Thomas,  the 
man  ^^■ho  was  a  thief,  and  the  wo- 
man who  was  a  sinner  —bend  from 
their  celestial  jhrones  to  hold  up  the 
arms  of  prayer.  Hear  what  they 
say:  If  we  found  mercy  to  pardon, 
and  grace  to  help  us,  if  we  washed 
away  our  sins  ivi  tlse  fountain  of  Jesus' 
blood,  if  we  were  brought  up  from 
the  deep  pit  and  miry  clay  to  sit  on 
thrones,  and  wear  blood  bought 
crowns,— ir/;;/  not  yotil 

Reader,  ponder  the  question  — 
Whv  not  you?  "Behold,  the  Lord's 
hand  is  not  shortened,  that  it  cannot 
save ;  neither  his  ear  heavy,  that  it 
cannot  hear."
